Theory That They Make Their Ap- 
- pearanee From Above la Impracti- 


cable—Are Either Hatched on Tree 
or In Holee In the Ground, and the 
Rain Bring* Them Forth. 


V^Since the appearance on the side- 
•woOu of Clearfield of myriads of dim- 
tanUve toads or frogs the supposed 
mystery surrounding the appearance 
•of these members of the batrachian 
family has been discussed by the 
teamed and unlearned citizens. That 
hundreds of little toads should sud- 
denly appear after the passing of a 
ahower of rain, Apparently descending 
from the clouds, lias puzzled the un- 
acdentinc mind for centuries. The be- 
lief that the frogs or toads fall from 
ithe clouds is not founded on fact. 


If the little things are toads they are 
hatched out in water or in holes in the 
ground. If they are tree frogs they 
germinate from 
eggs laid on the 


leaves of trees, and the fact that the 
hoppers were found more numerous- 
ly under shade trees Sunday morning 
would seem to prove that the visitors 
were tree frogs. 


Come With a Storm. 


Rain appears to bring the toads 


from their hiding places, as it is al- 
ways after a storm that they make 
their appearance in numbers, but nat- 
uralists laugh to scorn the theory that 
the toads drop from the clouds. 


Inquiry of a number of disciples of 


Aesculapius, Blackstone and Darwin 
resident in Clearfield revealed the fact 
that none of them had given the mat- 
ter of the origin of the toad storms or 
frog storm much thought. They had 
been too busy to stop to investigate 
the question of where the toads came 
from, accepting their presnce as a 
fact, but scouting the cloud theory. 


It was pointed out that if the toads 


came down in a shower they would* be 
found elsewhere besides on the side- 
walks, for nobody ever saw any of 
them on flat-roofed houses or other 
places where water falls. 


Heathen Believe the Theory. 


Hie belief that frogs and toads de- 


scend from the clouds is almost uni- 
versal with a certain class of people. 
Dr. Livingston, the great explorer, 
found the natives in Africa possess- 
ed of that belief. 
A majority of the 


people in civilized parts of the world 
accept the toads as sometimes unwel- 
come visitors and do not take the 
trouble to think what brought them 
into existence. 


The toads were in evidence on Sun- 


day.and whether you believe they fell 
from the clouds or came out of the 
ground or from trees the matter isn't 
worth worrying over. But their vis- 
itation leads to the conclusion that 
there is need of closer attention be- 
ing paid to the study of natural his- 
tory than is apparently given in the 
public schools.

prevent such'accidents and fatalities 
your Board of Health wishes to call 
your attention to the following facts 
which should receive prompt and skill 
ful attention in the event of injury. 


All injuries contaminated by street 


dust are 
serious and should be 


promptly treated to prevent lock-jaw 
Eighty-five per cent of persons suf- 
fering from lock-jaw under former 
methods of treatment died. 
With 


the use of tetanus antitoxin and prop- 
er treatment sixty per cent die, thus 
showing the high mortality with in- 
fected wounds of this character. 


If the wound is very slight or if the 


family physician is not available carry 
out the following measures exactly as 
stated. 


Thoroughly remove every particle 


of foreign material. 


Dry the would with sterile cotton, 


and then paint it liberally with tinc- 
ture of iodine. Be sure to get it into 
all the parts of the wound. 
This 


should be followed 
by a loose wet 


dressing such as fifty per cent alcohol. 
Keep the cloths continuously wet. If 
the skin is torn do not paste the flap 
flown or try to close the wound as 
^his is the surest way to encourage 
the growth of the lockjaw bacteria if 
there be any there. 


Remember however, that in wounds 


of this character the home treatment 
is not justifiable, and you should call 
a physician at once who will not only 
properly care for the wound but ad- 
minister a prophylactic dose of teta- 
nus antitoxin.

LEWIS SPEAKS TO METHODISTS

Philadelphia, June 28—Churches of 


Philadelphia can help to an under- 
standing of conditions back of the 
present day unrest by malting a so- 
cial and industrial survey into the liv- 
ing conditions of Philadelphia. This 
is the new duty proposed for the 
churches by William Draper Lewis, 
who spoke at the Asbury Methodist 
Episcopal church, Thirty-third and 
Chestnut streets, last night. 


Mr. Lewis pointed out to the church 


people that it is their duty to learn 
the causes of the evils. 


"We shall be judged for not know- 


ing the real evils of the times and try- 
ing to make these underlying condi- 
tions of society better," he said. "It is 
not the prime duty of the church to 
solve these conditions. 
That is for 


the economist, but it is your duty to 
tell the people the facts." 


Mr. Lewis spoke of the decreasing 


real wage. The real wage, he ex- 
plained, means the amount a working 
man can buy with that which he re- 
ceives from his employment. He quot- 
ed figures which showed that practi- 
cally nothing is left for the working- 
man's family except mere living ex- 
penses. Only $15 is left for recrea- 
tion during the year, he said. 


Mr. Lewis spoke on "Factors Which 


Make 40r Morality." He pointed out 
that the basis of moral character is 
laid in childhood, and that the in-

Winburne, formerly arrested for wife 
desertion, but who failed to comply 
with the order of court at a former 
hearing, Judge Bell, on Monday, 
handed down the following order, fit- 
ting the Shope case and at the same 
time may serve as a warning to wife 
deserters who deliberately disregard- 
ed the order of the court. Judge Bell's 
decree follows: 


Now, 
June 29th, 1914, it appearing 


from the admissions of the prisoner 
on the stand and the letters written 
by him to his wife and offered in evi- 
dence that the adjustments hereto- 
fore discussed have been utterly with- 
out any good faith on his part and 
there has not been even a pretense of 
carrying out the adjustment or sup- 
porting his wife and child, the said 
Daniel Shope is adjudged guilty of 
desertion: And it is ordered: 


First. That he pay the costs of this 


proceeding 


Second. That he pay to the deser- 


tion probation officer, for the support 
of his wife and child, the sum of $3 50 
per week, to begin at this date That 
he give secuity in the sum of $500, 
with securities to be approved by the 
court, conditioned for the observance 
of this sentence, and that in default 
thereof he be committed to the jail of 
Clearfield county in the cjiistory of the 
sheriff to await the further order of 
the court relative to the committing 
of the said Daniel Shope to such penal 
institution as may be found advisable 
and convenient.

Parker returned to Williamsport with 
a competency Pray remained here and 
continued lumbering on his own ac- 
count. In the meantime he had mar- 
ried one of Mr. Parker's daughters, 
Miss Mary.

that place. 
As the timber became 


scare in that vicinity he transferred 
his activities to Cameron, where he 
operated very successfully for sever 
al years. 
He reached middle age 


without knowing what leisure from 
strenuous work was. Overtaken by ill 
health, retirement from strenuous 
work became a necessity and he found 
time to enjoy his home life.

The act creating the Bureau of 


Jdines, passed in May, 1910, for which. 
Pinchot strove unremittingly in co- 
operation with men like John Mitchell 
and Joseph A. Holmes and others. 


The Alaskan railroad bill passed 


last year, which Is In absolute ac- 
cord with the policy for government 
construction of railroads in Alaska, 
outlined by Pinchot several years ago. 


The Alaska home rule bill, passed 


in 1911, for which Pinchot was an 
early and earnest advocate. 


The bill creating the Child Labor 


Bureau, for which Plnchot's efforts 
did not lag until success was attained. 


But Pinchot's influence on legisla- 


tion has not been limited to specific 
measures.' As a member of several 
commissions like the Inland Water- 
ways Commission, the Country Life 
Commission, and the National Con 
serration Commission of which lattei 
he was chairman, he has exerted a 
marked influence on legislation in 
general within all of these great 
fields. 


Fought Against Bad Bills. 


Pinchot's efforts to prevent legisla 


tion Injurious to the public interest 
has been no less effective than his 
efforts to promote the passage of ben 
eflcial laws. It is exceedingly prob 
able, for example, that the unwise 
movement to break down the whole 
National conservation policy by dis 
tributing the National Forests and 
the other natural resources of the 
public- domain among the states' in 
which they lie would have been suc- 
cessful, had it not been for Pinchot's 
determined public protest against it. 
In the Held of water power, it is to 
Pinchot more than any other man 
that this nation is indebted for the 
steps taken to check the power in- 
terest from acquiring public water 
powers for monopolistic and specula- 
tive purposes. It was Pinchot who 
first aroused public sentiment to the 
need for regulating the use of public 
water powers on terms which would 
insure a fair return to the govern- 
ment and would prevent extortionate 
charges to the consumer. 


And it must be remembered that in 


the future the water power fn gen- 
erating electricity will have much 
the same relation to our home life 
and industrial life that the coal mine 
now has. We allowed much of the 
coal to get away, but thanks largely 
to the statesmanship of Gifford Pin- 
chot, much of. the water power will 
be saved to the people for the public 
control of Its use. 


Pioneer In Safeguarding Public. 


A list of the unwise measures aimed 


at letting go the public domain In one 
way or another, which have been de- 
feated largely through Pinchot's ef- 
•forts, would indeed be a verv long 
one. 
It would Include a number of 


bills which would have given away 
valuable water powers without regu- 
lation and for nothing, as for exam- 
ple the Raker bill, granting an un- 
constitutional right of way across a 
National Forest to the Hydio-elertric 
Power Company which was defeated 
during the last Congress owing chiefly 
to the denunciation of the measure 
by Pinchot. 


Pinchot has been the pioneer in 


urging the inauguration of the leas- 
ing principle with respect to the use 
of coal, oil, gas, natural gas and phos- 
phate lands, and other great natural 
resources remaining in public owner- 
ship. There is not a single conserva- 
tion bill now pending before " Con- 
Kress, which is not based in very

An important feature of the June 


wedding is tl.e bride cake. 
Confec- 


'tioners and bakers unite In charging 
! extreme prices for these dainties, but 
in families where there is an expert 


i cake baker they may be satisfactorily 


made at home. 
An expert suggests the following 


economical way to make a delicious 
bride cake: 
The following ingredients are re- 


quired: Take one pound each of best 
butter, light brown sugar, carefully 
sifted; eggs and flour. The principal 
ingredients are measured a pound 
each, but the corresponding measure- 
ments by quantity are two cupfuls of 
butter, two cupfuls of sugar, eight to 
ten eggs and four level cupfuls of 
flour, measured after sifting. 


Flavorings and fruits to be added 


to the above measure are as fol 
lows: Two teaspoonfuls each of mace 
and cinnamon, half a teaspoonful of 
cloves, the grated rinds of a lemon 
and of one large orange, one level tea- 
spoonful of soda and two to four ta- 
blespoonfuls of brandy or spiced fruit 


8 Tbe required fruits are: One pound 
each of sultana raisins, dark seeded 
raisins, dried currants, blanched al- 
monds and candied peels. 


The raisins and currants should be 


thoroughly washed and dried the day 
before the cake Is mixed. First seal* 
them quickly; then wash In cold wa 
ter several times, carefully picking 
out seeds, stones or stalks; then dry 
them in a warm place, where the} 
will swell a little. The almonds shoulc 
be cut once lengthwise. The candled 
peels may consist of a quarter of 
pound each of candled orange, citron 
lemon and cherries.

Theory That They Make Their Ap- 
- pearanee From Above la Impracti- 


cable—Are Either Hatched on Tree 
or In Holee In the Ground, and the 
Rain Bring* Them Forth. 


V^Since the appearance on the side- 
•woOu of Clearfield of myriads of dim- 
tanUve toads or frogs the supposed 
mystery surrounding the appearance 
•of these members of the batrachian 
family has been discussed by the 
teamed and unlearned citizens. That 
hundreds of little toads should sud- 
denly appear after the passing of a 
ahower of rain, Apparently descending 
from the clouds, lias puzzled the un- 
acdentinc mind for centuries. The be- 
lief that the frogs or toads fall from 
ithe clouds is not founded on fact. 


If the little things are toads they are 
hatched out in water or in holes in the 
ground. If they are tree frogs they 
germinate from 
eggs laid on the 


leaves of trees, and the fact that the 
hoppers were found more numerous- 
ly under shade trees Sunday morning 
would seem to prove that the visitors 
were tree frogs. 


Come With a Storm. 


Rain appears to bring the toads 


from their hiding places, as it is al- 
ways after a storm that they make 
their appearance in numbers, but nat- 
uralists laugh to scorn the theory that 
the toads drop from the clouds. 


Inquiry of a number of disciples of 


Aesculapius, Blackstone and Darwin 
resident in Clearfield revealed the fact 
that none of them had given the mat- 
ter of the origin of the toad storms or 
frog storm much thought. They had 
been too busy to stop to investigate 
the question of where the toads came 
from, accepting their presnce as a 
fact, but scouting the cloud theory. 


It was pointed out that if the toads 


came down in a shower they would* be 
found elsewhere besides on the side- 
walks, for nobody ever saw any of 
them on flat-roofed houses or other 
places where water falls. 


Heathen Believe the Theory. 


Hie belief that frogs and toads de- 


scend from the clouds is almost uni- 
versal with a certain class of people. 
Dr. Livingston, the great explorer, 
found the natives in Africa possess- 
ed of that belief. 
A majority of the 


people in civilized parts of the world 
accept the toads as sometimes unwel- 
come visitors and do not take the 
trouble to think what brought them 
into existence. 


The toads were in evidence on Sun- 


day.and whether you believe they fell 
from the clouds or came out of the 
ground or from trees the matter isn't 
worth worrying over. But their vis- 
itation leads to the conclusion that 
there is need of closer attention be- 
ing paid to the study of natural his- 
tory than is apparently given in the 
public schools.

dust are 
serious and should be 


promptly treated to prevent lock-jaw 
Eighty-five per cent of persons suf- 
fering from lock-jaw under former 
methods of treatment died. 
With 


the use of tetanus antitoxin and prop- 
er treatment sixty per cent die, thus 
showing the high mortality with in- 
fected wounds of this character. 


If the wound is very slight or if the 


family physician is not available carry 
out the following measures exactly as 
stated. 


Thoroughly remove every particle 


of foreign material. 


Dry the would with sterile cotton, 


and then paint it liberally with tinc- 
ture of iodine. Be sure to get it into 
all the parts of the wound. 
This 


should be followed 
by a loose wet 


dressing such as fifty per cent alcohol. 
Keep the cloths continuously wet. If 
the skin is torn do not paste the flap 
flown or try to close the wound as 
^his is the surest way to encourage 
the growth of the lockjaw bacteria if 
there be any there. 


Remember however, that in wounds 


of this character the home treatment 
is not justifiable, and you should call 
a physician at once who will not only 
properly care for the wound but ad- 
minister a prophylactic dose of teta- 
nus antitoxin.

real wage. The real wage, he ex- 
plained, means the amount a working 
man can buy with that which he re- 
ceives from his employment. He quot- 
ed figures which showed that practi- 
cally nothing is left for the working- 
man's family except mere living ex- 
penses. Only $15 is left for recrea- 
tion during the year, he said. 


Mr. Lewis spoke on "Factors Which

fought more efficiently for construc- 
tive legislation In the field of conser- 
vation or more effectively against bad 
Mils in the same field than he has 
done. Had it not been for his zealous 
and patriotic efforts, the progress 
ir-.de In the passage of laws safe- 
guarding the public Interest in the 
natural resources probably would not 
have taken place. 


HON. MOSES E. CLAPP 


If the people of Pennsylvania, IB 


their fight against special privilege, 
decide to elect Glfford Plnchot In No- 
vember, they will not be sending to 
the Senate of the United States a 
man who is a novice in legislative 
matters. Men seeking re-election to 
office sometimes make a plea for 
votes on the statement that their past 
experience in office ia an asset, and 
that they should be returned to Con- 
gress for this reason, if for none 
other. If a man should be entirely 
without legislative experience, such 
* plea for votes might have a little 
weight, but no statement would be 
more absurd, If It should be made In 
this Senatorial fight in Pennsylvania. 


An Expert In Legislation. 


Glfford Plnchot will come to the 


Senate, If the State of Pennsylvania 
•gain declares for Progressive princi- 
ples, with perhaps more experience 
In framtng'legialation and In work for 
good bills than the average member 
of either the United States Senate or 
the House of Representatives. I had 
the opportunity to watch the work of 
Glfford Pine hot during his frequent 
appearances 
before 
Congressional 


committees and in the Departments 
during the last nine of the twelve 
yearn of his able administration of 
the United States Forest Service. I 
have watched him fight for every 
good bill to protect the interests of 
the An.prtcan people in their great 
natural resources, and I have follow- 
ed him in his fearless fights against 
the bad bills.

A Leader In Conservation.

The passage of the act of June 11, 


1905, which opened the National For- 
ests to settlement under the home- 
stead law was in a very real sens* 
Plnchot's work. It has already result- 
ed in the taking up of over one mil- 
lion acres of farms, in the National 
forests. 


Among the other beneficial meas- 


ures for whose passage Plnchot has 
Striven vigorously and to the success 
of which his efforts so efficiently con- 
tributed are the following: 


The so-called "Weeks law," passed 


fn April, 1910, under which forest 
lands are now being acquired for Na- 
tional Forest purposes in the South- 
ern Appalachians and in the Whit* 
Mountains. 


The act creating the Bureau of 


Jdines, passed in May, 1910, for which. 
Pinchot strove unremittingly in co- 
operation with men like John Mitchell 
and Joseph A. Holmes and others. 


The Alaskan railroad bill passed 


last year, which Is In absolute ac- 
cord with the policy for government 
construction of railroads in Alaska, 
outlined by Pinchot several years ago. 


The Alaska home rule bill, passed 


in 1911, for which Pinchot was an 
early and earnest advocate. 


The bill creating the Child Labor 


Bureau, for which Plnchot's efforts 
did not lag until success was attained. 


But Pinchot's influence on legisla- 


tion has not been limited to specific 
measures.' As a member of several 
commissions like the Inland Water- 
ways Commission, the Country Life 
Commission, and the National Con 
serration Commission of which lattei 
he was chairman, he has exerted a 
marked influence on legislation in 
general within all of these great 
fields. 


Fought Against Bad Bills. 


Pinchot's efforts to prevent legisla 


tion Injurious to the public interest 
has been no less effective than his 
efforts to promote the passage of ben 
eflcial laws. It is exceedingly prob 
able, for example, that the unwise 
movement to break down the whole 
National conservation policy by dis 
tributing the National Forests and 
the other natural resources of the 
public- domain among the states' in 
which they lie would have been suc- 
cessful, had it not been for Pinchot's 
determined public protest against it. 
In the Held of water power, it is to 
Pinchot more than any other man 
that this nation is indebted for the 
steps taken to check the power in- 
terest from acquiring public water 
powers for monopolistic and specula- 
tive purposes. It was Pinchot who 
first aroused public sentiment to the 
need for regulating the use of public 
water powers on terms which would 
insure a fair return to the govern- 
ment and would prevent extortionate 
charges to the consumer. 


And it must be remembered that in 


the future the water power fn gen- 
erating electricity will have much 
the same relation to our home life 
and industrial life that the coal mine 
now has. We allowed much of the 
coal to get away, but thanks largely 
to the statesmanship of Gifford Pin- 
chot, much of. the water power will 
be saved to the people for the public 
control of Its use. 


Pioneer In Safeguarding Public. 


A list of the unwise measures aimed 


at letting go the public domain In one 
way or another, which have been de- 
feated largely through Pinchot's ef- 
•forts, would indeed be a verv long 
one. 
It would Include a number of 


bills which would have given away 
valuable water powers without regu- 
lation and for nothing, as for exam- 
ple the Raker bill, granting an un- 
constitutional right of way across a 
National Forest to the Hydio-elertric 
Power Company which was defeated 
during the last Congress owing chiefly 
to the denunciation of the measure 
by Pinchot. 


Pinchot has been the pioneer in 


urging the inauguration of the leas- 
ing principle with respect to the use 
of coal, oil, gas, natural gas and phos- 
phate lands, and other great natural 
resources remaining in public owner- 
ship. There is not a single conserva- 
tion bill now pending before " Con- 
Kress, which is not based in very

That May Be Kept Indefinitely. 


An important feature of the June 


wedding is tl.e bride cake. 
Confec- 


'tioners and bakers unite In charging 
! extreme prices for these dainties, but 
in families where there is an expert 


i cake baker they may be satisfactorily 


made at home. 
An expert suggests the following 


economical way to make a delicious 
bride cake: 
The following ingredients are re- 


quired: Take one pound each of best 
butter, light brown sugar, carefully 
sifted; eggs and flour. The principal 
ingredients are measured a pound 
each, but the corresponding measure- 
ments by quantity are two cupfuls of 
butter, two cupfuls of sugar, eight to 
ten eggs and four level cupfuls of 
flour, measured after sifting. 


Flavorings and fruits to be added 


to the above measure are as fol 
lows: Two teaspoonfuls each of mace 
and cinnamon, half a teaspoonful of 
cloves, the grated rinds of a lemon 
and of one large orange, one level tea- 
spoonful of soda and two to four ta- 
blespoonfuls of brandy or spiced fruit 


8 Tbe required fruits are: One pound 
each of sultana raisins, dark seeded 
raisins, dried currants, blanched al- 
monds and candied peels. 


The raisins and currants should be 


thoroughly washed and dried the day 
before the cake Is mixed. First seal* 
them quickly; then wash In cold wa 
ter several times, carefully picking 
out seeds, stones or stalks; then dry 
them in a warm place, where the} 
will swell a little. The almonds shoulc 
be cut once lengthwise. The candled 
peels may consist of a quarter of 
pound each of candled orange, citron 
lemon and cherries.

which arrived at New York on her first 


, trip, the largest vessel ever built, has 


accommodation for about 4.000 passen- 
gers of all classes and carries a crew 
of 1,134 officers and men. There are 
100 cooks and bakers. 400 stewards, 
and 500 engineers and stokers. 


Conspicuous among the innovations 


of the Vaterland's construction is the 
arrangement of her funnels. The fun- 
nels each part into two branches Just 
above the hold, and these branches are 
carried through the decks near tbe hull 
and brought together above, each part 
verging at the top into one funnel. 
This makes room for spacious passages 
In the middle of the ship.
